WASHINGTON, May 31t has
of the United States supreme court
has been received with as much fn-
terest as  was  manifested I-uln) in
the reversal of the rcircnit court's de-
cision on the "Commodity Clause”
affecting anthracite conl earrying rail
eoads. These causes have been decid
ed favorable to the railroads in that
clause of the Hepburn law which pre-
vents interstate railroads from carry
ing commodities manufactured, mined
or produced directly or indirectly by
roads was declared unconstitutional,
The general impression has  been
that the decision would be affirmed by
the supreme court, When therefore
there was a reversal instead of an
affirmative decision; the interest was
magnifiec. When again it wae found
that the reversal was based on tech
nical grounds and that the effect was
in reality favorable to the railroad
companics, public sentiment took an
other turn and those who had beeq
anxiously awaiting the decision were
much puzeled.
